On Saturday, September 15th the Illinois 
State Fair was officially opened and the 
lovers of good live stock began to assemble 
and renew acquaintances with men of the 
same mind from all over the world. The 
Illinois State Fair has long had the name of 
being one of the greatest fairs and live stock 
shows on earth and this year, while in many 
departments the classes were not quite as 
large as usual, they were still good enough 
that their equal can only be seen in a very 
few other shows.

Doing Business in Minnesota. 


The firm of Snyder & Snyder, Madelia, 
Minnesota, believe in doing business any- 
way. If there is none they just simply 
make it. In a recent communication they 
have this to say with reference to their cat- 
tle and their method of doing business: 
“This is a good bunch of cattle and include 
cows bought from some of Iowa’s best herds. 
Our Senior herd bull, Eric H. 4th, was in 
use in the Escher & Dalgerty herd and we 
secured him in their dispersion in 1917 
where their cattle set a record up to that 
time, outselling the Escher & Ryan and the 
Chas. Escher, Jr., offerings sold the same 
week. That he sires the right kind is shown 
by the fact that all females sired by him 
appearing in 1919 sales averaged $2425. Last 
year we sold about twenty bulls, eight of 
them to breeders who have smaller herds 
around here in Southern Minnesota. We 
believe in the Journal’s plea that now is a 
good time to do missionary work so if a 
farmer can’t pay our price-we meet his. Out 
of all the men we got to come to the farm 
last year we sold all but one and we believe 
it will help our future business. In fact.the 
last bull we sold was to a man who had wit- 
nessed what an Aberdeen-Angus bull was 
doing for two of his neighbors when used on 
cows similar to his, and by the way he had 
formerly used a white face. We wish to 
compliment the Journal on its co-operation 
with the Hampshire Advocate and the adver- 
tisement being run in that paper. Being a 
member of both associations it has seemed 
to us that if the Aberdeen-Angus winnings 
were put forward as have been the Hamp- 
shire hog winnings in fat stock shows that 
it would be easier to sell Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls. Every place one goes about here he 
is confronted with Holstein propaganda and 
as there is a movement on foot now to bring 
to life the fat stock show that was formerly 
held at St. Paul I think breeders in this sec- 
tion and the breed association should give 
it their aid and if possible appropriate some 
money for this show. 

“We sold Prof. Vaughn, of the University 
of Minnesota, five calves to be fed out by 
them and helped locate a few more. We 
have about one hundred head of Aberdeen- 
Angus now and in spite of dry weather and 
short pasture they are doing well.” 
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DECIDING OUR OWN DESTINY 
AS A BREED ASSOCIATION. 

That is the very thing which is taking place in the proxy cam- 
paign now being waged. Breeders are signing proxies and for- 
warding these proxies to different men who have different ideals 
and widely different viewpoints. On the one hand a set of men 
are endeavoring to retain a system which has been in vogue for 
many years, a system under which association affairs have had 
their ups and downs much as have other business institutions 
throughout the country, politics and finances having their influence 
at all times. Under this system it has been possible for a small 
group of two or three officials to gather either directly or indirect- 
ly a sufficient number of proxies to give them absolute control in 
the matter of selecting members for the board of directors and fix- 
ing the policies of this great association. If perchance opposing 
parties have gathered a majority of the proxies this system has 
made it possible for those in possession to overrule the then ma- 
jority by throwing out your majority of proxies or votes. 

In this discussion it matters not whether these gentlemen have 
erred in the conduct of association affairs—that is not the thing we 
are attempting to get at. The thing which worries us is what 
would happen should someone with ulterior motives get this same 
possession of affairs. Under the present system of government it 
is entirely possible for one man to gather enough proxies to enable 
him to stand upon the floor in the annual meeting and dictate ab- 
solutely what shall and what shall not be done. Just so long as a 
man with his whole heart in the business retains this absolute con- 
trol of affairs we are in no immediate danger but suppose he for 
some reason should become disgruntled and institute policies direct- 
ly adverse to a majority opinion what are we going to do about it? 
In other words is it safe year in and ‘year out to permit absolute 
control or the possibility of absolute control to be vested in one 
two or three men? 


On the other hand we have in this campaign a set or group 
of fifty or sixty men who are sufficiently interested in the affairs 
of our breed and its association to spend their time and money to 


be present at the annual meeting where they have been 
to have no voice in affairs, who are endeavoring to do 
the present arrangement and institute in its stead a syst 
ernment known as the delegate system. A system that 
each district, and the country may be districted to suit the } 
ers themselves, to elect its own delegate or delegates as jt fa. .

It does seem that these delegates would be better able to voj

Many things com 
before this annual meeting that were not anticipated at the a 
you signed your proxy. In such cases would the delegate po 
home be able to serve your interests as well as the proxy gatherer 
who may reside thousands of miles from you? The Journal is 
opposing the system and not the men.

a better class of cattle with which to re- 
stock these vast pastures is going to de- 
velop into a strong demand for pure bred 
breeding cattle. The increased demand for 
calves for baby beef club work which is 
rapidly and extensively increasing in volume 
throughout the corn belt and even beyond 
will lend its influence also. In the follow- 
ing report one may easily discern the swing 
of the pendulum as it marks the begining of 
its ascent to a new high level: 

“Cattle prices swing up and down in great 
cycles of usually six to ten years each way, 
with an average of about seven and a half 
years between peak and trough. These price 
cycles are the result of cycles of expansion 
and decline in cattle production and of vari- 
ations in demand brought about mainly by 
conditions of prosprity or depression in bus- 
iness. In the late seventies and early eight- 
ies the introduction of refrigeration and of 
meat canning greatly widened the market 
and was one of the factors in the great rise 
in prices. The long time trend of cattle 
prices since 1840 has never been downward, 
though there have been long periods during 
which prices rose and fell about a practical- 
ly dead-level line; and periodically it seems 
that cattle are due to an abrupt collapse to 
new low levels from which they rise again 
more or less gradually. Such great declines

Whether the low 
point of 1921 will prove to be the absolute 
low of these years of the present and of the 
middle future will depend upon whether the 
20’s prove to be a time of prosperity or of 
depression.”
